All th e returns of the State w ere eol- 
lectc-il by the Associated Press, all the com piling 
was done in its office by its own agents, and all 
bulletins w ere prepared by it, and copies w ere 
sim ply delivered to Mr. Som erville. Superin­ 
tendent of the new spaper service, for genera!

O rdinarily m any of our 
offices are not kept open for business after S 
o’clock p. u. X» assist in m eeting tin -ex trao r 
dinary expense o f th e ex tra em ploym ent of 
several thousand night operators, we have had. 
lo rm any years, arrangem ents w ith the Press 
Associations, giving us the privilege o f selling 
bulletins to political and social clubs, and otlu r 
subscribing custom ers. We sim ply took the 
Associated Press bulb-iins as th at Association 
had liunlc them u p .and delivered them as here­ 
tofore, to custom ers w ho had subscribe 1 for 
them —-nothing more. Tin- charge th at the re­ 
turns were purposely w ithheld, o r th a t there 
was unusual deiay in reporting them , is entirely 
false. Instead of such delay, there w as ex trao r­ 
dinary promptm-s--. 
Never In fore have reports 
from so m any election districts been received 
w ithin so short a tim e. 
W ithin forty-eight 
hours after the count o f ballots began, returns 
were received from ninety-eight per cent, ot the 
3,000 election ili-triets ni the State. A lthough 
th e night of the election was storm y, an d there 
was some trouble in w orking the wires, no delay 
occurred in any reports handed to our offices 
outside the city of New York, m id w ithin the 
city the telegraph service was as nearly jv rfcct 
us i: was possible to m ake it. and th e only 
trouble was w ith some of th e short wires, hastily 
erected for tem porary use.

4. LOCAL AGITATION. 


T he interior press has been for weeks 
particularly hostile to Sacramento, and 
calling for all sorts of punishm ent, because 
of the act of our m unicipal authorities in 
compromising with th at which the State 
laws declare to be criminal. 
We have 
striven to impress our contemporaries with 
the tru th —that tin- act does not represent 
truly the best thought or citizenship of 
th e place, nor any considerable number of 
our people. 
The protests of the Citizens’ 
Association, of organized religious bodies 
and of the press, should he sufficient evi­ 
dence of the fa< t. 
Our Trustees have now 
taken another stop, which is just as widely 
condemned as unwise, in licensing “ stud­ 
horse jMiker” and dice games. 
T he people 
of the city have hut one remedy left them, 
and th at is to rise in their m ight and put 
on record their disapproval in such em ­ 
phatic language that t-lie people of the 
.State cannot mistake their sentiments on 
the subject. 
T hat they will do this and 
avail themselves of any possible legal rem ­ 
edie», we have no hesitancy in forecasting, 
for we do not think we mistake the public 
pulse. 
Regarding the defense of the offi­ 
cials, it is fallacious. 
In brief, they hold 
that it h impossible to convict in gaming 
cases; th at juries w ill not render verdicts 
of guilty; that gam ing is no where wholly 
suppressed; that the State itself, through 
the agency of the State A gricultural So­ 
ciety, fosters a species of gam ing; that 
prior to licensing hanking games 
the 
police and p ace officers were bribed to 
blindness to it, and the secrecy in which the 
practice was conducted was a screen for 
those who desired to play. 
W hereas now 
th a t gaining is open it has decreased, and 
many who played before do not do so 
now, and thus protection is alForded the 
young; and lastly, that the sum lieforc paid 
to corrupt officers no longer reaches them, 
lmt goes into the city funds to do sonic 
good in supporting the city government. 
T his fairly states the whole defense, and 
there i» no hesitancy in giving it, because 
the answer t > it is , . apparent, sweeping 
and 
controvertible. 
Outside of and in- 
depend *nt of moral 
considerations, 
it 
simrdy is th is: 
W hether gam ing was 
suppressed or not, the licensing of it is; of­ 
ficial indorsement of th at condemned by 
law, and 
therefore 
indefensible. 
The 
complaint is not now th at gaming existed, 
hut that official sanction and protection is 
¿ y e a . i i i t tim face of a ¿tale law. 
W hile 
“ stud-horse poker,” yesterday 
placed on the license list, is not prohibited 
by State law, it is as dangerous and allur­ 
ing a game as those under legal condemna­ 
tion. 
The city cannot afiiinl, under any 
pleas or considerations, to regulate it short 
of a regulation th at will suppress. 
Re­ 
garding the plea that to attem pt to enforce 
the laws will be as futile in tlie future a» 
-in the past, and therefore there is justifica­ 
tion for regulation, it is to lie said that if 
individual officers were bribed, if jurors 
violated their oaths, if witnesses were 
suborned, at least the people of the city 
were no* piirtirtp* erimini.■<. 
They had a 
measure of responsibility imposed upon 
them , it is true, by the election of officials 
who chose officers susceptible of bribery, 
and that in tim e they will awaken to the 
full importance of this responsibility and 
•weep out of existence the rings, bosses 
and cliques through which such officials 
were chosen, no one can doubt. T he whole 
mat tor now so agitating this community 
emphasizes anew that for which wc have 
long contended, that 
municipal aliitirs 
should !>e divorced from politics; that citv 
business should tie conducted on business 
principles, and that in city government 
political dom ination should he a ,<v nd-irv 
m atter, and municipal rectitude and econ­ 
omy the fir»t and chief considerations. 
As m atters now are, the city legislative 
officials and the urn ,s of the citizens stand 
{frayed against each other. If, in the con­ 
test, the latter perm it defeat to finally s--t- 
tlo down upon them, they will deserve all 
the j«iin» and pcnah'cs that the pres- from 
one end of the State to the other is invok­ 
ing upon the devoted Capital City, and 
one-third of which would, if applied, crush 
us as u trade center, obliterate our claims 
to decent recognition, deprive us of the 
seal of .State Government and all State in- 
•titutb ms, and redu v us to the condition 
of a cross-roads settlement. 


WORTHY OF CONSIDERATION. 


W c called attention a few days ago to a 
scheme having been put on foot to organ­ 
ize, in this city, an association of an intel­ 
lectual character, for the purpose of found­ 
ing a museum of natural history, art, sci­ 


ence and curiosity, which should also 
promote lecture courses, etc. 
A prim e 
object would be to foster the disposition of 
private capital to erect here th at w hich is 
so much needed—a public hall, with ad­ 
joining rooms, suitable for occupation by 
sucli an association and for conventions, 
concerts, lectures, receptions, art exhibits, 
etc., and where in time m ight he gathered 
a collection of objects of natural history 
and art, products of the soil, samples of the 
flora and geological formation of the coun­ 
try, of its minerals, stone, wood, fossils, 
fishes, birds, animals, etc. 
Of course such 
a collection would he a m atter of slow 
grow th, hut not all labor Is for the present. 
A few months would suffice to bring to­ 
gether a very valuable collection th at 
would prove of interest to all visitors, and 
in a few years it would prove to lie a rcjxis- 
itory of great importance w ithout an out­ 
lay th at would be m aterially felt, and pos­ 
sibly, under discreet managem ent, w ithout 
any gratuities whatever. 
T he usefulness 
of such an organization, which has its 
counterpart in very m any cities and towns, 
was im mediately and generally conceded. 
Since th at time, the m atter having been 
under general debate, and a call having 
been Issued hv private circular for a con­ 
sultation on the subject, to he held this 
evening, new views regarding the scheme 
have been advanced. 
These contem plate 
a partial union of both the Sacramento 
County and the N orthern California Im ­ 
migration Associations, by means of which, 
suitable quarters being procured, the classi­ 
fied products of all the counties of the State 
may be grouped here by sample, and thus 
a most practical and interesting museum 
lie very early inaugurated, w hich would 
be of exceeding value to inquiring stran­ 
gers as well as to our people, thoroughly 
representative in character and afford en­ 
tertainm ent to visitors to the city. 
A t the 
same tim e the work originally contem pla­ 
ted would lie carried on, and w ith the 
other, and thus a perm anent exhibition he 
the outgrowth, backed by an association 
which would avail of all th e agencies to 
interest our youth in the natural history 
and production of the country, and to 
broaden public intelligence upon these 
topics, cultivate art tastes, encourage art 
efforts and stim ulate inventive genius and 
skill in handiwork. 
This combination 
would seem to he entirely practicable, and 
not to command any m aterial outlay ex­ 
cept for the single and absolutely neces­ 
sary prerequisite a public hall. 
There is 
at this time no greater need in the Capital 
City. 
Such a structure as is demanded 
cannot he conjured out of any buildings 
we now have. 
It must he an auditorium 
of large dimensions, divisable by sliding 
walls into two or more lesser apartments. 
These should he supplemented by offices, 
retiring and supper rooms, and the whole, 
if possible, be placed upon one floor. 
At 
least the main hall must be reasonably at­ 
tractive in its interior finish, good 
in 
accoustie properties and fitted w ith the 
sufficient stage space and fittings of a con­ 
cert or lecture hall. 
The cities of Stock­ 
ton and San Jose lsitli possess sujierior ad­ 
vantages to the C apital City in this m atter 
of a place for public assembly, and we are 
informed th at capital has been fully re­ 
warded there for investm ent in them . That 
it has not been compensated in this city in 
the m atter of the halls we now have, it is 
clearly demonstrable- is due to faults of 
construction and finish and inadequacy to 
meet tiie demands made upon them . 
In 
point of fact, however, there is hut one 
structure available for public uses, and 
that, by reason of the unfortunate lim ited 
capacity of the company th at constructed 
it as an armory, wits not completed in a 
m anner to render it suitable for all pur­ 
poses, though adm irably adapted for a 
nunilier of uses. 
The whole subject is one 
th at common pride and common interest 
demand shall be given some attention by 
those who have the welfare of our growing 
eitv at heart. 


D r. N e w m a n ’s S eco n d L e c tu re . 
Rev. J. P. Newman, I). I)., LL. If., of 
Now York, the distinguished divine, lect­ 
urer and traveler, delivered a second lecture 
last evening to a fine and highly intelligent 
audience at the Sixth-Street M. K. Church. 
The Doctor returned to the city for the 
purpose upon earnest solicitation, after 
having lectured at San Jose and at Stock­ 
ton before crowded and brilliant audiences. 
His subject last evening was “ Reforms and 
Reformers." 
He considered the characters 
and philosophy of the 
great religious 
teachers of the world, dwelling with espe­ 
cial earnestness, and entering into m ost in­ 
teresting detail. into an exam ination of the 
scheme.- of Rraliminism, of Buddhistic 
doctrine, and the Conflu ían theory of obe­ 
dience and submission, passing by and pur­ 
posely ignoring M ahomet as not an orig­ 
inal, and his Koran as a monstrous exam ­ 
ple of plagiarism. The speaker surprised 
sonic of the more radical sectarians and 
religionists of his auditory by the- breadth 
and deptli of liberality with which he gave 
credit to the virtues of other professions of 
faith, and other doctrines of religious phi­ 
losophy. than that to which ho him self 
gives adiiesion. 
In this respect his treat­ 
m ent of his subject testified to the conser­ 
vatism of scholarship, and the hum anity 
and charity of Christian doctrine in its ex­ 
alted forms, as enunciated by m inds not 
blinded by prejudice and intolerance to the 
testimonies and truths of ages. 
In consid­ 
ering the results of these and other great 
religions, and their effects upon peoples, lie 
proved to be a historical critic wielding a 
trenchant blade with an unsparing hand. 
If lie was a Liberal in according merit, lie 
was a terrible avenger of truth in m arshal­ 
ing the evidences of the baleful effects 
of error and crippled philosophy. Com­ 
ing on down 
through 
tim e 
to the 
( 'hristian era, he placed the Nazareno before 
his auditors as the I’rince 
all Reformers, 
and in contrast to all others, since H e 
taught, not that the sum of religion is sub­ 
jection of the flesh as a means to the subju­ 
gation of vice, and exaltation of the intel­ 
lect as the sole prom oter of lofty virtues; 
not that obedience by the inferior to the 
superior is destructive of all hum an antago­ 
nisms out of which come e v il; not that 
m atter is the source of error and the resi­ 
dence of vice; but that greater and purer 
philosophy and loftier religion, which em ­ 
braces all the virtues a: which others have 
aimed, the religion of the heart. H e was a 
Reformer w ho did not propose to do for 
man that which he can do for him self; but 
in teaching the religion of the heart He 
expounded tiie true philosophy of all pro­ 
tres.-. ail purity, and the loftiest intelli­ 
gence 
He alone had laid down for man 
the 
fundam ental principles of eternal 
justice 
and 
equality, and 
the loftiest 
system of hum an government. 
W hen 
tiie speaker, in a brilliant burst of eloquence 
deduced 
from 
this 
divine philosophy 
the conclusion that the reforms of the 
I’rophet of Nazareth had for a basic prin­ 
ciple "th a t true government shall never 
clothe crim e with resjiectability, or afford 
it protection, but shall ever and always be 
against vice." the audience, applying the 
expression to the present local agitation, 
applauded warmly. The points wo have 
indicated but hint*at the texts treated, and 
a m give hut a faint idea of the m ethod of 
treatm ent, or the ornate character and the 
profundity o f the lecture, which, while 
classical, and presum ing upon the historical 
knowledge of the hearer, was nevertheless 
so simply -tated, and so adm irable in its 
argum entative architecture, that it was as 
deeply interesting, and as thoroughly enter­ 
taining to the lessor as to the better in ­ 
formed. The speaker discovered m ore of 
oratorical vigor and force, and more oi rhe­ 
torical finish, than in his first lecture, while 
the subject afforded broader opportunity 
for reasoning than t lie narrative character 
of his description of the buried cities of the 
valley of the Euphrates. 
It was an intel­ 
lectual treat, such as is seldom afforded 
this com m unity: one which none who 
beard 
will? over forget, and which will do 
very much to awaken inquiry and stim u­ 
late interest in historical study.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


H abeas Co r pu s Ca ses.—Detective John 
Coffey, of San Francisco, came up Monday 
evening to get Hop Yce, the Chinawoman 
alleged to have been abducted from San 
Francisco last Friday by Ah Gow and Ah 
Chung, and brought to Sacramento, where 
they were taken into custody by officers 
Kent and Sullivan on a dispatch from 
Chief Crowley. The detective found that 
the woman had been released from custody 
on habeas corpus Monday afternoon and 
married to Ah Long, and a writ of habeas 
corpus had also been got cut for the release 
of Ah Chung and Ah Gow. it was deter­ 
mined to bring the woman into Court if 
possible, and about 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning there was a great running about 
of officials, resulting in Deputy Sheriff Lee 
proceeding to the residence of Ah Long, 
calling liira from bed, and serving him 
with a writ of habeas corpus, directing him 
to bring his wife before Judge Armstrong 
at 1 o’clock that afternoon. Long evidently 
feared to trust liis wife within the clutches 
of the law (possibly lie had learned that 
her mother had come up from the Bay and 
was willing to testify that the gentle'H op 
was only 15 years of age), and did not ap­ 
pear at the hour mentioned, having gone 
off on a wedding trip. In consequence, 
Judge Armstrong directed a writ of attach­ 
ment to issue for him, and lie will be taken 
into Court as soon as found. The two kid­ 
napers, All Chung and Ah Gow, were 
taken before Judge McFarland on the writ 
issued in their favor, hut the warrants 
brought up from San Francisco by detective 
Coffey proved sufficiently regular, and the 
Judge remanded the prisoners into cus­ 
tody 
Another Chinese habeas corpus 
case came up before Judge Armstrong yes­ 
terday—that of Fong Gar, arrested in the 
country for grand larceny, and held to an­ 
swer by a Justice of the Peace in $5,000 
bail. It was urged that the prisoner took 
$500 by mistake, and subsequently restored 
the money to its ow ner; but, laying that 
excuse aside, it was claimed that the bail 
demanded was excessive. The Court con­ 
cluded to reduce the amount to $1,000. 
P olice Court.—In the Police Court yes­ 
terday the cases of Mrs. C. Jndson, Mary 
Faster and P. Rice, all charged with misde 
meaner, were continued until the 20th......

TRUSTEES 
LICENSE 


THE 
GAME. 


The P rice for Official R ecognition 
o f Crime P laced at $100 
per M onth. 


The Board of Trustees met yesterday 
morning in special session, for the purpose 
of considering the propriety of licensing 
stud-horse poker. 
The ordinance 
was 
drawn some two weeks since, and presented 
to the Board by Trustee Nielsen, by re­ 
quest. It was delayed from time to time, 
and on each occasion of its coming to the 
front for consideration, the attendance at 
the session of the Board Was largely in­ 
creased by the presence of those who made 
a living out of the game, and those who 
were interested in its suppression. Yester­ 
day morning before the hands of the clock 
on the wall of the City Hall marked 10 
the Trustees were in their seats and the 
room was crowded. The audience was al­ 
most entirely composed of Sacramento’s 
most influential citizens, most successful 
business men and the solid men of the 
community. 
Arranged 
alongside were 
nearly all the ministers of the city. There 
was noticed also several of those present 
who are known as stud-liorse-poker men. 
Although they took no part in the debate 
that ensued, they seem to be attentive 
listeners to all that was being said. 
The meeting was called to order by the 
Mayor, who stated its object, and then read 
the iuuch-talked-of ordinance. The amount 
to be charged per month was left blank. 
Trustee Neilsen moved to insert in the 
blank $150 per month or $450 per quarter. 
Mr. Brown thought $100 per month would 
he the proper tiling, and the other Trustees 
agreeing, the latter sum was inserted. 
The Mayor then, looking around upon 
the audience, said lie presumed that they 
had assembled to discuss the merits and 
demerits of the proposition, and he invited 
discussion. 


THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 
C. E. Grunsky, Assistant State Engineer, 
said he appeared on behalf of the Citizens’ 
Association to present the following memo­ 
rial : 
The Citizens’ Asseciation of Sacramento re­ 
spectfully and earnestly protest against ® ie 
passage of the proposed ordinance licensing uie 
stud-horse poker gambling gam e; and we fur­ 
ther most earnestly request the repeal of the or­ 
dinance of August, 1883, licensing faro and other 
games in direct violation of the State law; and 
we would further request the immediate passage 
and enforcement of an ordinance prohibiting all 
kinds of gambling w ithin the city limits. 
He said he believed he was voicing the 
sentiments of the committee and the whole 
people when he protested against licensing 
crime. 
It was true the revenue derived 
therefrom was not inconsiderable. 
But 
there is another side to the question, and so 
far as the profits are concerned, it is in a 
great measure fallacious. He referred to 
the exposures 
made by January, and 
alluded to the Chinese riots, that cost the 
city and county several thousand dollars. 
It looked to many that the licensing pro­ 
position was entirely in the interest of the 
gambler. 
It was less than the “ hush 
money ” of long ago, and allowed him to 
practice his profession boldly and unre­ 
stricted. 


TH E J1AYOB DEFENDS H IS ACTION. 
The Mayor said ho fully agreed with a 
divine who said a few evenings since in 
his sermon on gambling, that it was an 
evil that bail existed from the earliest his­ 
tory of mankind. It was something that 
could not be successfully prohibited. He 
hail noticed one thing—that since faro had 
been licensed those games had done less 
business than before. This is not the place 
to stop the vice by an enactment of ordi­ 
nances. Here once a year the State Gov­ 
ernment carries on a game for a couple of 
weeks that is more debauching than any 
other kind of gambling lie knew of. He 
“referred to the selling of pools on races at 
the State Fair. He said the State received 
from the pool-box at the last State Fair 
over $11,000. It is true there is State law 
against gambling. We tried for two years 
to enforce it, and found that we could not 
get juries to convict. They would not bring 
in a verdict in accordance with the law and 
evidence. You know how it was in the 
Sundav-law cases. Gambling was debauch­ 
ing our city government. It was carried on 
behind doubled and barred doors, where 
young men, clerks of business houses, and 
in some cases business men themselves, 
could gamble off the money belonging to 
their families, tlicir employes, or their part­ 
ners, without being found out. 


“ m u m ” w a s THE WORD. 
Well, we’ve broken that up. Instead of 
the money going to debauch the officers, it 
is turned into the city treasury, the doors 
of those places thrown open, and every 
man who so desires can walk in at any 
time and see who frequents and plays at 
the gaming table. Those who run the 
games tell rue that since the games are 
made public several young men who were 
regular players In .-".'eret, have quit playing 
altogether. Several of those young men, 
and older ones, too, have come to me and 
thanked me for this ordinance. It was the 
cause of their abandoning a vice that was 
fast luring them on to destruction. You 
who know of the manner in which those 
games were conducted prior to August last, 
know that these statements were true. No 
man could get into one of those rooms 
unti! he liad been examined through the 
wicket, and perhaps his name reported to 
the proprietor. An officer of the law was 
not admitted, and often thieves and scoun­ 
drels were hidden away from the officers 
for days at a time in those 


DARK, CLOsELY-WATCH Ell I. MRS OF TH E TIG ER. 
The host thing that can be done for the 
city is to put stud-horse poker on the side­ 
walk if necessary, make it public as you 
have faro, and like the latter lias been, yon 
will destroy it. It is a question whether or 
not many who have been driven out of 
faro have not gone into the stud-horse 
business. We propi >se to protect the youth, 
the young men of this city, and this ordi­ 
nance fully provides for that protection. 
No owner, dealer, or proprietor must allow 
a minor to play, and if he docs the penalty 
is severe. In this wax we " LI try and stop 
all voung men from playing. 
If older men 
will persist in wrestling with the tiger or 
playing at stud-horse, let it be in public 
where lie can he seen, known and branded 
as a gambler. 
Mr. Grunsky said some cities in Europe, 
notably Baden-Baden, had passed gambling 
ordinances similar to this, but they after­ 
wards discovered their error and found it 
necessary lo have to actually suppress it. 
Mayor Brown—We believe we are doing 
the best tiling for the morals of this com­ 
munity. How is it in San Francisco and 
other cities in this State who now are 
pointing their fingers in derision at us? 
Make a comparison for a moment. Sacra­ 
mento, with her 30.0UO people, lias six faro 
games and twenty-two tan games, all open 
and licensed. There is not another one in 
the city. How is it in San Francisco? 
Over 100 faro games and over 150 tan 
games; Oakland, San Jose, Stockton and 
Los Angeles proportionately as bad. They 
do not regulate the crime, and assert tin y 
have none. 
Young January only lost 
$3,500 ut licensed games in this city. We 
accept your protest as emanating from the 
purest motives and the best of hearts. 
J. M. Millikcn read from the R e c o r d - 
T n io n the remarks made by the Mayor on 
Monday in the Beard of Trustees, relative 
to the city officers not performing their 
duties in accordance with 
law. 
[The 
Mayor admitted that the report was cor­ 
rect.1 “ Now, then,” Mr. Millikcn said, re­ 
suming. “ for you or this Board to say that 
gambling cannot ho stopped, or the laws 
and ordinances enforced, is a delusion and 
a snare. You assert that you and the 
Police Judge did at one time take this mat­ 
ter of enforcing laws in hand, and you sue- 
cccdcd admirably. You can do the same 
thing in this matter. 
You can drive these 
gamblers into their holes as a terrier would 
a rat. ‘Where there is a will there is a 
way.’ 
“ Vice is a monster of so frightful mien. 
As to be hated, needs to he seen ; 
Vet, seen too oft, familiar with her face. 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace. 
“ The very proposition to license vice is 
an outrage upon this people. My very 
heart revolts at it. This Board insults 
the morals of this community when it 
offers to license gambling.” 
David I.ubin said lie was somewhat as­ 
tonished at the remarks made by and posi­ 
tion taken upon this question by the City 
Fathers. There apparently is a confession 
upon their part that the rat element, the 
scum of the community, t lie bad, corrupt 
and vicious, were the rulers of this com­ 
munity. 
In other words, laws could not 
he enforced. They demanded what they 
wished and their requests must he recog­ 
nized, for they are the ruling element, 
j The intelligent, moral, thinking, laboring 
j classes have nothing to say. They 


MUST BE IGNORED. 
i This is a most remarkable state of affairs— 


one worthy the consideration of every 
thinking man, woman and child in our 
city. The vicious, the debauching, the man 
who lives off the earnings filched from oth­ 
ers, asks you to license and make respect­ 
able his business. You do so. He ropes 
in the next evening some young man who 
leaves $1,500 with them. They can well 
afford to pay you your license, and send 
you around a cigar apiece, and say, •“ O li! 
your license business works bully.” The 
Mayor lays considerable stress upon that 
section ol the ordinance that forbids minors 
to play at the game. I think in most cases, 
yes, in the majority of cases, the responsi­ 
bility comes after the person is of mature 
vears. It is during the time that he is in 
business for himself, or for others intrusted 
with funds, that the victim falls at the 
gaming table. How many

Who were in the full enjoyment of honor, 
position and society, between the ages of 25 
and 30 years. If the rats of this town, the 
vermin, are going to run it, the quicker we 
ascertain that fact the better. 
Mayor Brown said lie did not think there 
was a city in the Union that is as moral as 
Sacramento. The rats do not run the city 
government, at least not since he had bseit 
in the Board of Trustees. This city was 
run by political bosses and rats for a number 
of years, but there was none of that now. 
He said we stand as a city to-day 


TH E PEER OF ANY CITY ON T H E COAST 
In point of morality. Show me another 
city in the Union which has a population 
of 30,000 and a police force of only eight 
men. We are as intelligent, moral, re­ 
ligious and virtuous a community as can 
be found on the eartli. I am being misin­ 
terpreted. 1 want to blot gambling out in 
a public way. Some men will take a glass 
behind a door, but would not he seen 
drinking in public. 
Mr. Milliken—We believe in keeping the 
waters at the fountain-head pure. 
Mayor Brown—Then let the State stop it. 
That is the fountain-head. 
Mr. Milliken—Two wrongs never makes 
a right. If you would, you could suppress 
gambling. 
Trustee Neilsen said; We are trying to 
suppress all kinds of vice and crime. Our 
methods, we think, are the best, and so far 
have worked well. Mr. Milliken says only 
five per cent, of the community gam jle. 1 
think, if he had said 95 per cent., it 
would be more like it. lie said gambling 
in one form or another was practiced by 
almost every one. He referred to the fact 
that children when t hey first go to school 
learn to gamble for pins, marbles, etc. The 
betting on election to large amounts was 
indulged by many, who would scorn to be 
called gamblers. He said lie himself never 
gambled, neither did either of the other 
members of the Board. 
Rev. Dr. Frost said he would like to ask 
the Mayor a question. “ Did I understand 
you to say that gambling had decreased 
since it was licensed?” 
“ You mean regulated?” 
“ No; I mean licensed. I know yon wish 
me to say regulated.” 
“ The regulated games have fallen off in 
business one-lialf.” 
“ Then, if licensing a crime kills it, why 
would not the licensing of thieves stop 
burglarizing?” 
“ They are hardly parallel eases.” 
“ There is a State law against gambling 
and another against stealing. If the license 
works so admirably in one, why not extend 
the same courtesy to the other, and in this 
remarkable way get rid of them.” 
Mr. Milliken, in reply to the remarks of 
Trustee Neilsen, said it was a libel on Sac­ 
ramento city to say that 95 per cent, of her 
population were gamblers. 
Rev. Mr. McKelvey, of the Kingsley' 
Chapel, said he with several other divines 
had called, not at the request of the citi­ 
zens’, or any oilier committee, but of their 
own volition. They represented in this city 
some 1,200 or 1,300 families, had a mcmber- 
bership of about 2,000. and had 2,500 chil­ 
dren under their care. We believe gambling 
tobe a curse and a crime. It is a crime 
against humanity, 


A CRIM E AGAINST TH E HOMES OF OUR PEO­ 
PLE. 
In face of the statutory laws there appears 
a city ordinance licensing faro. It is now 
proposed to extend it to other and more 
vicious games. We all know that there is 
a disposition on the part of our boys to 
learn that which they should not learn. 
This is very trite of gambling, and it is 
strange how soon they learn the games of 
chance. We are very much—yes, deeply 
interested in this question. 
Our heart's 
will be broken, the gray hairs of fathers 
and mothers bowed in grief in consequence. 
We dropped in here this morning to se 
what you are going to do about it. We 
believe it can he suppressed. We know it 
ought to be suppressed, and we think 
you will suppress it. We don’t believe for 
a moment, however, that it will ever be 
suppressed as long as you keep encircling 
its hideous form with the protection of the 
law. Y»u have the moral support of every 
person in this community in your endeav­ 
ors to stop it. If it cannot he stopped in 
any other way the people will have to rise 
in their niitrht and crush it out. 
Trustee Nielsen—Mr. McKelvey, when 
you have a church fair or festival at your 
church, don’t you have lotteries, grab-bags, 
fish ponds and kindred amusements, that 
are a species of gambling? 
Mr. McKelvey—I am proud to be able, 
sir. to say no. 
Mayor Brown—We believe we are on the 
right track. We are trying to kill out 
gambling. We will try this ordinance, and 
if it does not prove to be successful, why, 
then, we will try something else. We have 
succeeded in our efforts so far, and we are 
of the opinion that the proposed ordinance 
will work well. 
Mr. Leitch said from the remarks made 
by the members of the Board lie judged 
they were going to pass the ordinance. 
That being the case, he would like to ask 
them to put the license at $500 a month. 
Trustee Gutenbcrger said lie had been 
thinking of offering to make the license 
$500. 
Trustee Neilsen said he thought that $150 
would amount to prohibition. 
Mayor Brown said : “ Place it at $500, or 
even $150, and there would be three times 
as many games running as now, and they 
would all defy the ordinance.” 
Mr. McKelvey—If that is the condition 
of affairs in this city at present, then I 
think it high time that the people should 
rise in their might and crush it out. I say 
11iid : If the gambling element can success­ 
fully defy 
the 
moral sentiment, the 
churches, the law and officers, then there 
should be a revolution in this city of 30,000 
souls that would shake it like an earth­ 
quake. 
The ordinance was then read and passed 
hv tlie following vote: Ayes—Brown and 
Neilsen. No—Gutenbcrger. 
In explaination of bis vote Mr. Guten- 
berger said lie would vote for the ordi­ 
nance, provided they would make the 
license $500 per month. 


THE ORDINANCE. 
The following is tiie ordinance, as passed; 
The Board of Trustees of the city of Sacra­ 
mento do ordain as follows : 
Section 1. it shall tie unlawful lor any person 
to maintain, carry on, open, conduct, deal, or 
play any percentage game of stud-horse poker, 
or liny other percentage game either with cards, 
dice, cr any other device, for money, checks, or 
other representative of value, unless the same 
shall lie carried on, conducted, dealt, or played, 
in accordance with the following regulations : 
First—For conducting, carrying on, or play­ 
ing, or dealing any such game, there shaft lie 
obtained by the person so conducting, carrying 
on. playing, or dealing such game, from the 
City collector of said city, a license therefor, for 
w li'ich license he shall pay the s u n of Sloo per 
month, in advance, which suid sum shall be 
paid into the General Fund of said city. 
Second—No person under the age of twenty- 
one years shaft be permitted to play at any such 
game, and any proprietor, manager, or dealer 
of any such game permitting any such minor 
to play at any such game, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as here­ 
in after provided. 
Third—It shall be tha duty of the Chief of 
Police to. and at any and all times, inspect such 
games and see these regulations enforced, and 
aft such games shall be public to the ins]iectiuu 
of nnv citizen. 
Fourth—Any owner, manager, or dealer of 
any such game permitting any cheating, tricks, 
or frauds to lie practiced, or who practices any 
tricks or frauds himself, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and punished as hereinafter 
prescribed. 
Section 2. Any person permitting any such 
game to tie conducted upon or within his prem­ 
ises n ilhout complying with the foregoing reg­ 
ulations. shall be deemed guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, and punished as hereinafter provided. 
Section 3. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shaft, upon coavic- 
tion thereof, be fined in a sum not exceeding 
$50u, or by imprisonment in the city prison for a 
toim not exceeding ten days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 
Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect im­ 
mediately,
